The  birth  rate  has  fallen  once  more  and  is  now  below  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  birth  rate  in  Market  Rasen  has  fallen 
each  year  since  the  peak  year  of  1963  and  this  coincides  with  the 
national  situation. 

The  death  rate  is  the  same  as  last  year  and  is  well  below  the 
national  average. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  and  only  one  stillbirth. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

These  figures  show  a  satisfactory  state  of  health  for  the  district.

The  method  of  classifying  the  causes  of  death  have  been  changed 
this  year  and  so  the  details  cannot  be  compared  strictly  with  the 
figures  shown  in  previous  years. 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  those  affecting  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  which  accounted  for  over  half  the  deaths  in  the 
district. 

Deaths  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  account  for  over  70%  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  It  must 
be  emphasised  that  these  conditions  ate  ones  in  which  the  individual 
can  take  preventive  action.  If  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  would 
reduce  their  weight  to  the  ideal  level,  take  more  exercise  and  stop 
smoking,  their  health  would  benefit  considerably  and  the  statistics 
for  the  district  would  improve. 

The  death  returns  show  the  longevity  of  the  population  with 
nearly  half  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  75  and  over  age  group  and  over 
70%  in  the  65  and  over  age  group.

Various  changes  occurred  during  1968  in  the  legislation  with 
regard  to  infectious  diseases. 

The  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968  made 
infectious  jaundice  notifiable  with  effect  from  15th  June,,  1968.  The 
Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  altered  the  list 
of  notifiable  diseases  in  that  acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influ¬ 
enzal  pneumonia,,  erysipelas  membranous  croup,  acute  rheumatism 
and  puerperal  pyrexia  were  no  longer  included  in  the  list  while  tetanus, 
yellow  fever,  and  leptospirosis  were  added  to  the  list. 

The  change  took  effect  from  1st  October,  1968. 


IMMUNISATION 

It  is  regretable  that  due  to  the  recommendations  of  the  organisa¬ 
tion  and  methods  team,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  no 
longer  able  to  provide  details  of  the  immunological  procedure  carried 
out  during  the  year. 


HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Service* 

These  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council.  They  include  the 
health  visitor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  home  help  and  various  welfare 
services.

Mental  Health  Services 

Treatment  is  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
while  supervision  and  after  care  are  given  by  trained  staff  employed 
by  Lindsey  County  Council.  The  latter  also  arranges  for  the  ’.care  of 
mentally  subnormal  persons. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after  care  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  arranged  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  nearest  centres  being  at  Brigg, 
Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Croll,  provides  all  the  necessary  services.  Dr. 
Croll  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problem  that  arises  and  is  a 
very  valuable  source  of  information.

This  home  for  deprived  children  is  a  County  Service  which  comes 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Deputy  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity 
as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 


The  Poplar* 

This  is  a  County  Home  for  old  people,  and  houses  some  30  persons 
of  either  sex. 


Ambulance  Service 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  one’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  Chiropody  service  in  Market  Rasen  is  provided  by  the  W.R.V.S. 
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Cervical  Cytology 

The  cervical  smear  test  for  cancer  continues  to  be  available 
through  (a)  the  patients  General  Practitioner  (b)  Lindsdy  County 
Council  (c)  the  Hospital  Out  Pajtient  Department  and  (d)  the  Famdy 
Planning  Clinic. 

It  is  regretable  that  the  female  members  of  the  community  do 
not  make  better  use  of  the  facilities  provided  and  come  forward  for 
the  test. 

Family  Planning 

The  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act  1967  pro¬ 
vided  local  health  authorities  with  the  power  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  giving  of  advice  on  contraception  and  for  the  supply  of  con¬ 
traceptives  substances  and  appliances  to  the  public  generally  and  no 
longer  only  to  those  seeking  advice  on  medical  grounds.  No  distinc¬ 
tion  is  to  be  drawn  between  married  and  unmarried  persons.  No 
charge  is  to  be  mlade  for  advice  or  examination  but  charges  can  be 
made  for  materials. 

Lindsey  County  Council  operate  a  scheme  and  have  arranged  for 
the  Family  Planning  Association  to  provide  the  service  as  the  County 
Council’s  agent. 

The  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  supply  of 
prescriptions,  drugs  and  appliances,  though  the  amount  to  be  re¬ 
covered  will  take  account  of  each  persons  financial  circumstances. 

The  County  Council  have  also  decided  that  parental  consent  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  any  category  of  patient  over  16  years  of  age. 

Meals  on  Wheels 

I  am  grateful  of  Mrs.  B.  Readymartcher,  County  Organiser  of 
the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  for  providing  the  following 
information  relating  to  meals  provided  by  the  W.R.V.S. 

Meals  are  served  three  days  per  week  with  1,848  meals  being 
served  during  1967.

In  all  sections  steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year,  and  it 
is  hoped,  as  soon  as  the  various  restrictions  are  removed,  the  new 
housing  programme  will  be  continued. 


All  the  tradesmen,,  builders,  butchers,  shopkeepers  and  others  with 
whom  we  are  in  daily  contact  again  proved  most  co-operative  which 
made  our  work  much  easier. 


Again  I  must  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
for  support  given  during  the  year  and  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Clerk  for  their  help.

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Housing 

Five  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  one  was  closed. 

Six  more  are  likely  'to  he  cleared  in  the  very  near  future  and  a 
further  survey  is  being  carried  out  with  :a  view  to  listing  those  likely 
to  be  needing  action  within  the  ne&.t  few  years. 

A  small  terrace  house  on  the  Linwood  Road  was  purchased  by  the 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  re-housing  a  person  occupying  a  house  in¬ 
cluded  in  a  block  of  dwellings  due  for  demolition. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Gordon  Field  development,  comprising  26 
houses  and  7  bungalows,  is  now  completed  and  all  dwellings  are 
occupied. 

Because  of  restrictions,,  the  commencement  of  the  Lammas  Leas 
project  is  being  delayed,,  but  everything  should  be  ready  by  the  time 
authority  to  proceed  is  received. 

Some  private  development  took  place  during  the  year  and  12  of 
the  57  houses  in  phase  three  of  the  Gordon  Field  Estate  were  com¬ 
pleted.  The  foul  and  stormwater  sewers  for  the  whole  estate  have 
been  laid  and  the  roads  are  in  course  of  construction. 

Eight  of  our  houses  on  the  Wold  View  Estate  were  improved  with 
the  aid  of  grants.  The  kitchens  and  bathrooms  were  re-arranged,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  greater  area  of  working  space  in  the  kitchens  and  also 
new  equipment  and  fittings  were  installed. 

Food  preparing  and  making  up  places 

These  premises  appear  to  have  been  well  maintained  during  the 
year  and  no  contraventions  of  a  serious  nature  were  discovered.

Meat  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  exceeded  4,000  and  every 
carcase  was  inspected  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse. 

It  will  be  seen  the  amount  of  meat  it  was  found  necessary  to  con¬ 
demn  as  being  unfit  for  human  food  was  again  low  which  points  to  the 
good  quality  of  the  animals  used  by  the  butchers. 

Conversions 

There  are  now  only  two  houses  on  the  line  of  sewer  which  are  not 
provided  with  waterclosets.  Both  these  houses  are  unoccupied  at  the 
present  time  but  it  is  understood  improvement  grants  are  likely  to  be 
applied  for  in  the  near  future. 

With  regard  to  properties  off  the  line  of  sewer,  there  are  now  nine 
of  these  having  pail  or  chemical  closets.  Two  of  the  properties  are  of 
a  temporary  nature  and  likely  to  be  cleared  in  the  not  too  distant 
future. 
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Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

During  the  year  some  difficulty  was  experienced  with  two  sewers 
in  the  parish  of  Middle  Rasen  due  to  the  collapse  of  a  number  of 
pipes  in  each  case. 

These  defective  pipes  were  eventually  renewed  and  the  system 
gave  no  more  trouble. 

As  suggested  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  called  in 
to  inspect  the  balancing  tank  at  the  Sewage  Works  to  ascertain  what 
repairs  are  necessary,,  and  also  to  make  infiltration  checks  with  a  view 
to  finding  some  means  of  dealing  with  the  large  quantity  of  infiltration 
wajter  reaching  the  works. 

A  contract  has  now  been  let  for  the  necessary  repairs  to  the 
balancing  tank  and  the  Engineers  are  working  out  a  scheme  for  dea1- 
ing  with  the  infiltration  problem. 

The  regular  sanding  and  flushing  of  the  sewers  was  continued  and 
this,  there  is  no  doubt,,  is  the  main  reason  for  so  few  sewer  chokages. 

One  man  is  employed  full  time  at  the  sewage  works. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Despite  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  domestic  refuse  collected, 
the  weekly  collection  was  well  maintained  and  no  complaints  respecting 
the  service  were  received  from  the  public. 

The  acquisition  of  a  more  modem  refuse  vehicle  with  packer  plate 
has  proved  well  worth  while. 

The  greater  holding  capacity  of  the  vehicle  results  in  fewer 
journeys  to  the  refuse  tip  and  consequently  the  collectors  are  able  to 
deal  with  more  refuse  than  before. 

Tlie  trade  refuse  collection  scheme  continues  to  work  well  and  is 
appreciated  by  the  local  tradesmen. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

There  was  very  little  change  in  the  list  of  registered  premises 
during  the  year. 

All  premises  were  inspected  in  detail  and  only  minor  matters  re¬ 
quiring  attention  were  found. 

Most  of  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  very  good  state,  often  under 
difficult  circumstances,  but  nevertheless  regular  visits  are  required  to 
some  in  order  to  prevent  a  ‘build  up’  of  minor  contraventions.
